HE word Geography is Aerived from the Greek yn, earth, and 
yeape, I write or deſcribe, which gives at once its definition 


© A Deſcription of the Terreftrial Globe.” Geography is a very enter- 
taining, and, at the ſame time, a very uſeful ſcience. It inſtructs us 


in the knowledge of the different parts of the earth; the extent, bounda - 


ries, and diviſions of all countries; ; the bearings and diſtances of different 


places from each other; the religion, government, manners, and cuſtoms 


of the inhabitants; the produce and manufactures of nations, provinces, 
or diſtricts; the various kinds of commerce carried on in different parts of 
the world; and the moſt important events by which particular places 


have been dtivgvitted: 


To exhibit the ſeveral affections and phcenomena of the different places 
of the earth, depending on magnitude, &c. in an eaſy and obvious man- 
ner, without the trouble of trigonometrical calculation, globes and maps 
have been conſtrued, and various ſcientific terms introduced, which we 
mall endeavour conciſely to explain. 

Of the Terreſtrial Globe. 
| On the convex part of the terreſtrial globe, which is an artificial ſhe 
rical body, is truly repreſented the whole world, as it conſiſts of land 
and water. The circumference of the globe is divided into 360 degrees, 
every degree containing 60 geographical miles. It is conſequently 


21, 600 ſuch miles round; but, as 60 geographic miles are about 69 


miles. Engliſh meaſure, the circuit of the globe is 24, 840 Engliſh miles. 
The circles repreſented on the globe are, x. The Equator, and the circles 
parallel to it. 2. The Meridian, and the reſt of the meridional lines. 


3. The Horizon. 4. The Ecliptic. 5. The two Tropics z and 6. 


The two Polar Circles. 

The EqQuaToR, or EQUINOCTIAL, is a 81 circle, go degrees 
diſtant from the poles of the world, and fo named, becauſe it divides 
the world into two equal parts: that in which the arctic pole is found, 
is called the northern half; and that in which the antarRic pole is placed, 
is the ſouthern half. It is divided i into 360 degrees; or 180 degrees eaſt, 
and the ſame weſt, from the firſt meridian, which, on Evglith globes f 
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paſſes nk London; and its principal uſe is to ſhow the longitude of 
any place, caſt or weft, from ſuch firſt meridian. When the Sun is in 
this circle, there is an equality of days and nights all over the world: 
hence theſe points are called the equino ness. 
- TheMzz1Dfan is a great circle, ſuppoſed to paſs through the poles 
of the world and thoſe of the horizon, cutting the ſphere into two equal 
parts, the one oriental, and the othet occidental. It alſo paſſes through 
the zenith and nadir in every place, ard cuts the horizon at right angles. 
It is called the-Meridiang becauſe it marks half the ſpace of time * 
during which the ſun and the ſtars appear above the horizon. As 
there is an infinite number of zeniths and horizons, the number 
of Meridians is alſo infinits ; for. the Meridian is changed, as well 
as the zenith and horizon, every ſtep we take toward the caſt or weſt 3 
but if we paſs in à right line northward or ſouthward, we ſtill continue 
under the ſame Meridian, though we conſtantly change the zenith and 
horiaon. Geographers, however, reckon only 360 Meridians, which 
are ſuppoſed to paſs through every. degree of the equinoRial: but it 
has been cuſtomary to eſtabliſh a firſt Meridian. This was placed by 
Piolemy, and by ſubſequent geographers, at the iſland of Ferro (the 
moſt weſtern of the Canaries) becauſe this iſland was the moſt weſterly 
land that was known when that practice was adopted; and the longitude - 
was reckoned wholly eaſtward up to 360 degrees. The Dutch, Ger- 
| man, and other geographers, ſtill reckon their longitude in this manner; 
but others reckon from the Meridian of the capital of their own country, 
 hetheaſtward and weſtward, to 180 degrees. The Engliſh reckon it

AMERICA, the largeſt of the four 
parts of the world, bounded on all 
ſides by the ocean. It took its name 
from Americus Veſpucius, a Floren- 
tine, who having accompanied Ojeda, 
a Spaniſh adventurer, to America, and 
drawn up an amuſing hiſtory of his 
voyage, publiſhed it, and it was read 
with admiration. In his narrative, he 
had inſinuated, that the glory of having 
firſt diſcovered the new world belong- 
ed to him. I his was in part believed; 

| the country began to be called after 
the name of its ſuppoſed firſt diſ- 
-covertr; and the unaecountable ca- 
price of mankind has perpetuated the 
error. But America was firſt diſ- 
covered by Chriſtopher Columbus, a 
Genoeſe, in 1498. It is called the 
New World, with great propriety; 
for not only the men, but the birds 
and beaſts differ, in ſome reſpects, from 
thoſe known before, It has likewiſe 
a great number of trees and plants, 
that grew no where elſe, before they 
were tranſplanted to other places. All 
the men, except the Eſkimaux, near 
Greenland, feem to have 'the ſame 
prigin 3 for they agree in every parti- 
cular, from the ſtraits af Magellan, in 
he 8, to Hudſon's Bay, in the N.

No prince can 
be a landholderz he has no other pro- 
perty than his arms, horſes, flaves, 
and the tribute he may be able to ex- 
tort from the neighbouring nations, 
The perſon of every prince is ſacred; 
but this is the only diſtinction of birth 


when unaccompanied by perſonal me- 


rit. The greateſt honour a prince can 
acquire is that of being the firſt of the 
nation to charge the enemy. The 
princes are not to be diſtinguiſhed in 
time of peace from the nobles, or even 
from the peaſants: their food and dreſs 
are the ſame, and their houſes are little 
better. The nobles are choſen by the 
princes from the inferior claſs. They 
are the officers of the prince, and the 
executors of the laws, and are em- 
ployed in the general aſſemblies of the 
nation to gain the aſſent of the people 
to the meaſures propoſed by the princes, 
The people, as well as the uſdens, are 
proprietors of lands. By an odd kind 
of contradiction, the princes claim, 
and ſometimes attempt to exerciſe the 
right of ſeizing the whole property of 
their vaſſals; but, at the ſame time, 
the vaſſal-has a right to transfer his al- 
legiance to any other prince, whenever 
he thinks himſelf aggrieved: by thi 
privilege, the princes are compelled to 
gain the affections of their vaſſals, on 
whoſe readineſs to follow them into 


the field, all their hopes of greatneſs 


muſt abſclutely depend. The Cireaſ- 
ſians are governed by a kind of com- 
mon law, or collection of ancient uſages.

duced the king, after ſome other in- 
effectual meaſures, to convoke the 
ſtates genera], which had not been af. 
ſembled ſince 1614. They conſi ſted 
of three orders, the nobility, the clergy, 
and the third eſtate, or commons. 
The laſt were double the number af 
the other two orders united; and when 
the ſtates afſembled, on the gth of 
May, at Verſailles, a conteſt aroſe, 
whether the three orders ſhould make 
three diſtin (houſes, or but one af. 
ſembly. The third eſtate inſiſted upon 
the latter, and, aſſuming the title of 
the National Aſſembly, declared, that 
they were competent to proceed to 
buſineſs, without the concurrence of 
the two other orders, if they refuſed 
to join them. The nobility and clergy 


found it expedient to concede the point, 


and they all met in one hall. In the 
mean time, Paris was encircled by 
5o, ooo men, with the apparent view 
of coercing that city, if neceſſary. 
Notwithſtanding this, on the removal 
of the popular miniſter, M. Neckar, 
in July, a dreadful inſurrection enſued, 
on the 14th of that month, in Paris; 


the military refuſed to fire upon the 


people; the Baſtile was taken by the 
citizens; and the governor, and ſome 
others, were beheaded, and their heads 
carried about on poles. On the 1th, 


the king viſited the Hotel de Ville in 


Paris, and furrendered himſelf to his 
people. The national aſſembly now 
proceeded to the moſt extraordinary mea- 
ſures, They aboliſtbed nobility and the 
whole feudal ſyſtem; confiſcated the 
poſſeſſions of the clergy; rendered 
them dependent on a public allowance, 
like the ſervants of the ſtate z and ſup- 
preſſed all the religious houſes. The 
monarchy itſelf, diveſted of its formi- 
dable prerogatives, became one of the 
moſt limited in Europe. In October, 
in conſequence of a dreadful riot at 
Verſailles, the king, the royal family, 
and the national afſembly, removed to 
The king was now, in. fact, a 
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fities appendant to royalty, but-watch- 
ed in all his motions. From this fi- 
tuition, he attempted to eſcape, in 
June 2791, with the queen, his ſiſter, 
the dauphin, and his daughter; but 
they were arreſted at Varennes, ad 
conducted back to Paris. Such, how- 


ever, was then the moderation of the 
r party, that the national aſſem- 


bly admitted the king's apologetical 


explanation of his conduct, and even 
declared his perſon inviolable. This 
was one of the articles of the ne con- 
ſtitution, which they completed ſoon 
after, and which was accepted by the 
king in September, when a new na- 
tional aſſembly was elected. Harmony 
did not long prevail between this aſſem- 
bly and the king. Some of their de- 
erees he refuſed to ſanction; and 
many of their meaſures could not fail 
to give umbrage to a once 
monarch. In April 1792, the king, 
dy the advice of his miniſters, went to 
the national aſſembly, and propoſed to 
them to declare war againſt the king 
of Hungary and Bohemia, War was 
accordingly declared; but the unfor- 
tunate Lewis was ſuſpected of acting 
in concert with the enemy, and with 
the emigrant princes, who were in 
arms againſt their country. In Auguſt, 
the mayor of Paris appeared before the 
national aſſembly, and demanded the 


depoſition of the king. Before they 


could deliberate on this demand, a 
dreadful inſurrection enſued; the Tu- 
ileries (the royal reſidence) was attack - 
ed; the Swiſs guards were maſſacred; 
and the king and royal family took re- 
fuge in the national aſſemby. That 


dody inſtantly decreed the ſuſpenſion of 


royalty, and the convocation of a na- 
tional convention. The king and his 
family were conveyed to a houſe, cal- 


led the Temple, and there kept in 


cloſe confinement. The convention 
met on the 21 of September, and in- 
ſtantly decreed the formation of a re- 
public. In December, they decreed, 
that the king ſhould be tried before 
them. The trial accordingly took 
place; and this tribunal (notwithſtand- 


ing the conftitution had declared his per- 


ſod inviolable) condemned the unfor- 


werful

in the Place de Ja Revolution, latel 
the Place de Louis XV, on the 21ft 
of January 1793. All Europe ex- 


claimed againſt the injuſtice and cruelty 


of this proceeding. Powers, hitherto 
neutral, were eager to take part in the 
war; and the new republic, in addi- 
tion to the arms of Auftria, Pruſſia, 
Sardinia, and the empire, had to en- 
counter the combination of Great Bri- 
tain, Spain, and the United Provinces. 
The queen did not long ſurvive her 
conſort, Being tried and condemned 
by the revolutionary tribunal, ſhe was 


executed in the ſame place, on the 


16th of October; and her fate was a 
relude to that of the princeſs Eliſa- 
eth, the king's ſiſter, and of the pro- 

fligate duke of Orleans, who were

Referring to profeſſed hiſtories of the 
revolution, for a more minute narra- 
tion, it may ſuffice to obſerve here, 
that various factions ſucceſſively ſeized

hometan ftate, and continued to be ſo, 
till the beginning of this century, 
The firſt irruption of the Mahome - 
tans was in the year 1000, From 
this period, the provinces of Hindoo- 
ſtan were held rather as tributary 
kingdoms, than as provinces of the 


ſame empire. In 1398, the Mogul 


Tartars, under the conduct of Tamer- 
lane, invaded Hindooſtan; but the 
conqueſt of the country was not ef- 
feted till 1525, by ſultan Baber, 
one of his deſcendants, who, from 
this circumſtance, was, in reality, 
the founder of the Mogul dynaſty ; 
and hence Hindooſtan has been called 
the Mogul Empire, and its chief, the 
great mogul. The Mogul empire 
was at the height of its grandeur in 
the reign of Aurungzebe, which laſt- 


ed from 1660 to 1707; his authority 
extending from 10 to 35? lat. and 


neatly as much in lon, and his an- 
nual revenue exceeding 32, ooo, oool. 
ſterling. A ſucceſſion of weak princes 
and wicked miniſters, reduced this 
empire to nothing; and the invaſion of 
Nadir Shah, the Perſian uſurper, 
haſtened its deſtruction. In the reign 
of Mahomed Shah, independent ſtates 
began to ftart up; and, after his 
death, in 1747, the entire diviſion 
of the empire took place. It became 
merely nominal, nothing remaining to 
the houſe of: Tamerlane but the city 
and ſmall territory of Delhi; and the 
emperors, from this period, muſt be 
regarded as of no political conſequence, 
otherwiſe than as their names and per- 
ſons were made uſe of, by different 
parties, to promote thgir own views. 
That the name and perſon of the em- 
peror were of uſe, as retaining a con- 


fiderable degree of veneration among 


the bulk of the people in Hindooſtan, 
is evident, from the application made, 
at different times, for grants of terri- 
tory, forcibly obtained by the grantee, 
but which required the ſanction of the 
brd paramount, to reconcile the tranſ-

Empire, is to this day ſtruck in the 
name of the nominal emperor. The 
preſent emperor, Jewin Bucht, exiſta 
in a deplorable Rate of degradation, on 
the produce of a trifling domain, al- 
lowed him partly out of veneration for 
his anceſtors, and partly for the uſe of 
his name, Hindooſtan now conſiſts 
of fix principal ſtates, which hold as 
tributaries, or feudatories, ſome nume 
rous inferior ſtates. .'Theſe fix prin.

Nizam Ally, ſoubah of the Deccan ; 
Myſore, or the dominions of Tippoo 
Sultan; and the Seiks : for, whatever 
verbal diſtinctions may be made, a 
compulſive alliance is at leaſt a depen» 
dent, if not a tributary ſituation. The 
Britiſh poſſeſſions are Bengal, Bahar, 
Benares, the Northern Circars, the 
33 in the Carnatic, Bombay, 
alſette, the diſtrit of Midnapur in 
Orifla, and ſome conſiderable ceſſions 
from Tippoo Sultan in 1792.

HinzuAN, or Jo ANNA, one of 
the Comora Iſlands, between the N 
end of Madagaſcar and the continent 
of Africa, It has been governed, 
#bout two centuries, by a colony of 
Arabs, and exhibits a curious inſtance 
of the ſlow approaches toward civiliza- 
tion, which are made by a ſmall com- 
munity, with many natural advanta- 
ges. The original natives, in num- 
ber 7000, oceupy the hills, and are 
generally at war with the Arabian 
interlopers, who eſtabliſned themſelves 
on the ſeacoaſt by conqueſt, and are 
about 3000 in number. Though ſo- 
anna is not the largeſt, it may be reckon- 
ed the principal of the Comora iſlands. 
It exacts tribute from all the others: 
but theſe pretenſions it is ſometimes ob- 
liged to aſſert by the ſword ; and, when 
major Rooke was here, they were 
meditating an expedition againſt May- 
otta, which was in a ſtate of rebellion, 
The natives, on being aſſeed the cauſe 
of their war with that people, anſwered, 
Mayotta like America. They get 
their ſupplies of arms and ammunition 
from ſhips that touch here; and it is 
cuſtomary for all to make preſents of 
arms and powder to the prince when 
he pays a viſit on board, which he 
does to every one. This iſland is a 
proper place of - refreſhment for the 
India ſhips, whoſe crews, when il of 
the ſeurvy, ſoon recover, from the 
uſe of limes, lemons, and oranges, 
and from the air of the land. When 
any ſhip touches here, it is ſurrounded 
by canoes, and the deck is crowded by 
natives of all ranks, from the high- 
born chief, who waſhes linen, to the 
half. naked ſlave, who only paddles, 
Moſt of them have letters of recom-

maica, to certify chat he was next in 
blood, and received a commiſſion in 
form from the governor af Jamaica, 
to be king of the Moſquitos ; till 
which, he could not be acknowledged as 
ſach by his countrymen. So fond were 
they. of every thing Engliſh, that the 
emttion people were proud of every

The general face of the 
country is pleaſing, diverſified with 
gentle riſings and ſmall winding val- 
lies, covered, for the moſt part, with 
large ſpreading trees, affording a ſuc- 
ee ſſion of leaves in all ſeaſons; and a 
variety of flowering ſhrubs, almoſt all 
entirely new to an European, and of 
exquĩſite fragrance, abound in the 
places which are free from trees, 
Many of the plants have been im- 


ported into Britain, and are now flou- 


riſhing, not only in the royal garden 


at Kew, but in many private collec- 


tions. With reſpe&t to the climate, 
it appears not to be difagreeable : the 
heat has never been exceſſive in ſum- 
mer, nor the cold jntolerable in win- 
ter. Storms of thunder and light- 
ning are frequent; but theſe are com- 
mon to all warm countries. The qua- 
drupeds are principally of the opoſſum 
kind, of which the moſt remarkable 
is the kanguroo. There is alſo a 
ſpecies of dogs very different from 
thoſe known in Europe ; they are 


extremely fierce, and can never be 
brought to the ſame degree of fa- 


miliarity as thoſe with which we are 
acquainted : ſome of them haye been 


brought to England, but ſtill retain. 


their native feracity > theſe dogs, 


they have, reſemble our fox dog.

pethaps,. the moſt miſerable- and ſa- 


vage race of men exiſting. They go 


entirely naked; and, though pleaſed, 


at firſt, with ſome ornaments that

raw, or next to it. Some of their ve- 
getables are poiſonous when raw, but 
not ſo when boiled. They could ne- 
ver be bronght to taſte ſpirits a ſecond 
time, Their huts conſiſt of pieces of 
bark laid together in the form of an 
oven, open at one end, very low, but 
long enough for a man to lie at full 
length; but they ſeem to depend more 
for ſhelter on the caverns with which 
the rocks 'abound. So. far from be- 
ing ſo inured to the cold, by going in- 
variably naked, as to be inſenſible to 
the injuries of the weather, the colo- 
niſts had repeated opportunities of ſee- 
Ing them ſhivering. with cold in the 
winter, or | huddling together in heaps 
in their huts, or in caverns, till a fire 
could be kindled to warm them. It is 
probable, however, notwithſtanding 
their extreme barbariſm, that ſome 
knowledge of the arts may be intro- 
duced among them, as ſome” have 
been ſeen attentively conſidering” the 
utenſils and conveniences of the Eu- 

ropeans, with a view, ſeemingly, -o 
making fimilar improvements. In 
ſome things alſo they poſſeſs a great 
power of imitation: they can imitate 
the ſongs and language of the Euro- 
deans almoſt! inſtantaneouſly, much 


etter than the latter can imitate latitudes, 


women have ſometimes been kept 
back with the moſt jealous ſenſibi- 
lity ; ſometimes offered with the great- 


eſt familiarity, Such of them as have 


been ſeen, have ſoft and pleaſing 
voices; and ſeem not to be deſtitute 
of modeſty, The men diſplay great 
perſonal bravery on the appearance of 
any danger; but, with all their cou- 
rage, they are much afraid of a muſ- 
ket, and almoſt equally fo of a red 
coat, which they know to be the mar 
tial dreſs of the Europeans. The miſ- 
chief which they have hitherto done 
has been exerciſed only on ſome ſmall 
ſtraggling convicts, moſt of whom, 
probably, have been the aggreſſors. 
They certainly burn their dead; 
which, perhaps, has given riſe to the 
ſtory of their being cannibals. They 
ſeem very little given to thieving, in 
compariſon with the inhabitants of 
moſt of the iſlands in the Southern 
Ocean; and they are very honeſt 
among themſelves, leaving their ſpears 
and other implements on the beach, 
in perfect ſecurity of their remaining 
untouched. They are very expert at 


throwing their javelins, and will hit a 


mark, with great certainty, at a con- 


fiderable diſtance. They are more nu- 


merous than was at firſt imagined; 


though ſtill their numbers muſt be 


accounted few in compariſon to the 
extent of the country; and there is 
reaſon to believe that the interior 
parts are uninhabited.

The women, in ge- 
neral, are ſmaller than the men; but 
poſſeſſing few peculiar graces of form 
or perſon, and chiefly diftinguiſhed by 
the ſoftneſs of their voices. The bodies 
of both ſexes are marked with black 
Rains, which is the ſame as tattowing 
at Otaheite. Their drefs is alſo the 
ſame, Their houſes are miſerable 
lodging - places; and cheir only furni- 
ture is a few ſmall baſkets, The ] 
men eat in common” with the men, 
and their method of feeding correſponds 
with the naſtineſs of their perſons, 
From Cape Kidnappers, in lat. 39 43, 
for upward of 380 leagues to the north+ 
ward, the people acknowledge one 
ſovereign, called Teratu, and under 
him ſeveral ſubordinate chiefs, who
